HELSINKI, Jan. 13 (AP).—Con- 
tinuing their raids, hundreds of 
Russian planes bombed Finnish 
sities today. A Reuters (British 
pews agency) dispatch said 13 per- 
gons were killed and 71 wounded. 
It estimated 500 bombs had been 


éropped. 

Forty bombs fell on Helsinki in 
the first raid of 1940 on the capi- 
lL. Two men and one woman 
ere on a death list made public 
late tonight and 20 others, includ- 
ing nine women, were reported in- 


jured. A church and several other 
buildings were damaged or de- 
gtroyed by incendiary bombs, 

More than 100. ] | were 
dumped on twice-raided Hyvinkaa, 
railroad junction some 30 miles 
porth of Helsinki. The explosives 
for the most part fell wide of their 
mark, causing only one death, in- 
juries to 10 persons and some prop- 
erty damage.

UN UNION ELECTRIC 


Lawton - Byrne - Bruner 
Agency Vice President 
Handled Accounts From 
Which Slush Fund Came 


William M. Byrne, chairman of 
the board of the Lawton-Byrne- 
Bruner Insurance Agency Co., told 
the Post-Dispatch last night his 
agency, through Mason Miller, a 
vice-president of the firm, handled 
‘insurance business for the Union 
Electric Co. which, investigators for 


the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission have learned, was the 
source of a slush fund of more than 
$60,000 obtained by the utility. 

Byrne was emphatic in stating 
that he knew nothing of rebates of 
insurance premiums to Hermann 
Spoehrer, recently resigned secre- 
tary of the Union Electric Co. Re- 
‘bates, the SEC investigators have 
learned were paid in cash, and 
passed on by Spoehrer to other of- 
ficers of the utility without being 
recorded in the company’s books. 

The agency, Byrne said, is com- 
posed of 11 stockholders, who are 
also directors, and each handles 
details of the insurance business 
he produces. As one of these 11, 
Byrne said, Miller handled. the 
Union Electric business, and his 
associates were not familiar with 
these transactions.

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—Emil Zu- 
retti, 30-year-old unemployed truck 
driver, was persuaded with some 
difficulty by the police to descend 
from the topmost girder of a gas 
tank 200 feet high today. He had 
been up there nearly an hour, sing- 
ing, dancing and standing on one 
foot on the beam while 5000 per- 
sons watched. 

When police got him down, Zu- 
retti said he hoped the publicity 
would get him a job. The opinion 
of the police was that Zuretti was 
suffering from too much liquor. 
They sent him to Bellevue Hos- 
pital. 

Zuretti had been drinking beer 
with acquaintances, who challenged 
his assertion he could do just what 
he had a mind to, and pointed to 
the towering gas tank. While they 
watched, Zuretti made his way up 
the spiral stairway to the top of

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—What 
became of more than $60,000 of a 
Union Electric slush fund is a mat- 
ter on which Securities and Ex- 
change Commission investigators 
are concentrating, following the 


disclosure by Hermann Spoebhrer. 
former company secretary, that he 
had collected the money in insur- 
ance rebates and turned it over, in 
cash, to fellow officers for improp- 
er uses. 

Spoehrer deliberately withheld 
the facts from the company’s rec- 
ords, The SEC, which has de- 
nounced such actions as detrimen- 
tal to the public interest, has as a 
main objective the determination of 
eventual disposition of the money. 

This has become a startling ex- 
tension of the SEC investigation ot 
Union Electric, which began more 
than a year ago as an inquiry into 
the company’s political activities in 
its own interests, following dis- 
closures made by the Post-Dispatch 


Orders From “Higher Up.” 


Spoehrer, who was fired a few 
days ago, after the new manage- 
ment learned from him about the 
slush fund, was meticulous in see- 
ing that insurance rebates were 
properly entered on the books and 
the money put into the company 
treasury, until 1930 or 1931. Then 
the former management, dominat- 
ed by Louis H. Egan, president, 
and Frank J. Boehm, executive 
vice-president, reverted to the old- 
time public utility policy of behind- 


over to other officers and omitting 
the records. 

The politico-utility alliance  re- 
quired money—cash—the handling 
of which would not show up on the 
books, where various governmenta! 
agencies might readily learn the 
facts. One means of building up 
the slush fund was the acceptance 
of “kickbacks” to the company from 
large fees paid lawyers, ostensibly 
for legal services, in Missouri and 
Illinois. Another was the cashing 
of the insurance rebates through 
Spoehrer. He carried out orders 
from “higher up” on this, as he 
liked his $12,000-a-year job and 
wanted to keep it. He kept his 
mouth shut until last week, when 


His Decision to Talk. 

For months he had worried over 

the fact that the activities of Egan, 
Boehm and Albert ~. Laun (the 
Union Electric’s vice-president, ace 
lobbyist and tax specialist) had 
cost them their jobs. These three, 
carried off the payroll at their 
respective annual salaries of $60,- 
000,. $42,000 and: $16,800, had set up 
offices in the Victoria Building in 
downtown St. Louis, where osten- 
sibly they continued their efforts 
to defend themselves and the com- 
pany in the SEC investigation. But 
on Jan. 1 the successor manage- 
ment announced Egan and Boehm 
had been cut to $18,000 a year each, 
Laun to $15,000. 
About this time Spoehrer was 
bpenaed to appear at Washing- 
ton before the Federal Power Com- 
mission, which intended to ques 
tion his fitness to serve as secre- 
tary and director, not only of Union 
Electric, but also of its many sub- 
sidiaries. 

With this seemingly unpleasant 
prospect before him, Secretary 
Spoehrer made his way to the com-

Duing’s account to the committee 
of how he padded the rolls, Sulli- 
van said, was as follows: Of the 
10 janitors assigned to work during 
night sessions at Roosevelt High 
School, Duing would. require only 
six to be present at one time, the 
employes, alternating in. taking 
nights off. Duing would enter their 
names as though they had been on 
the job and they would receive full

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. Jan. 13 
(AP).—A  white-haired convict 
serving a term in a Federal peni- 
tentiary told a United States Dis- 
trict Court jury today that he is- 
sued one of the defendants in the 
Norman Baker “cancer cure” trial 
a medical diploma 12 years ago for 
a “financial consideration of $800." 

Date R. «lexander, who has 
served 13 momths at a Springfield 
(Mo,) prison of a four-year sentence 
on a charge of using the mails to 
defrauded, said Dr. O. L. Beatty, 
chief of staff.at the Baker Hos- 
pital in Eureka Springs, Ark., in 
1928 paid him $800 for a diploma 
from the American Medical Uni- 
versity at Kansas City. Alexander 
said he ws Assistant Secretary of 
the college at the time. 

His testimony was offered by the 
Government in the trial of Baker, 
Beatty and six associates on 4a 
charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud in advertising a purported 
cancer cure at Baker Hospital in 
Eureka Springs ani Muscatine, Ia, 

After an hour’s session the trial 
was recessed until Monday. 

Alexander testified that

the American Medical University, 
which succeeded it. 

Alexander said Dr: Beatty did not 
attend the Kansas City College of 
Medicine and Surgery in 1923-25. 
Asked if Dr. Beatty had attended 
the American Medical University in 
1927-28 before issuance of his di- 
ploma, Alexander added: “He was 
around there,” 

Baker, 56-year-old founder of the 
hospitals, startled the packed court- 
room yesterday when he attempted 
to make a statement to the court 
while a witness Was on the stand. 

Baker’s Statement. 

Baker subsequently handed out a 
\Statement that he had desired to 
protest against references by Sam 
Rorex, District Attorney, to “Baker 
does this and that, such as having 
written literature, booklets, etc., 
when he knows it’s the Baker Hos- 
pital administration and not Baker. 
He always speaks of all the defend- 
ants as Baker.” 

The medical men who testified as 
experts said they considered the 
purported cancer cure to be with- 
out value for purposes for which it 
was advertised. They were Dr. 
Max Cutler, author and surgeon, 
director of the Chicago Tumor In- 
stitute and associate surgeon at 
Northwestern University ; Dr. 
Francis Carter Wood, retired pro- 
fessor of cancer research at Co- 
lumbia University and laboratory 
director at -St. Luke’s Hospital, 
New York; Dr. D. A. Rhinehart, 
Little Rock X-ray specialist; Dr. 
\H. W. Hundling, Little Rock sur- 
geon, and Dr. Glenn H. Johnson, 
Little Rock physician and radium 
specialist. 

In addition to Baker and Beatty 
those on trial are R. A. Bellows, 
Eureka Springs hospital superinten- 
dent, Miss Irma Baker, Muscatine, 
Dr. J. L. Statler, Dr. John N. Con- 
way, Dr. W. 8S.

L. L. Horen Tells Federal 
Board 55-Cent Truck 
Differential Would Cost 


Users Here Millions.

WASHINCTON, Jan. 13.—A 5S- 
cent truck differential would im- 
pose a “domestic tariff” of millions 
of dollars on St. Louis consumers 
and throttle mines of the Belle- 
ville district in favor of those in 
other parts of Southern Illinois, 
it was contended in testimony be- 
fore the Bituminous. Coal Division 
today by Louis L. Horen, president 
of the Triangle Fuel Co., 4567 
De Tonty street, St. Louis. 

He said his company was among 
the first 25 in volume of business 
in St. Louis, buying and selling 
more than 40,000 tons of coal an- 
nually, of which about 80 per cent 
originates in the Belleville district. 

Horen argued that proposed 
price-fixing schedules average an 
increase of about 11 cents per ton 
throughout the United States, but 
that for the St. Louis trade area 
the increases, if adopted, would 
range from 30 to 60 per cent. — 

Asked About Differential, 

“What, in your opinion,” he was 
asked, “will the 55-cent truck dif- 
ferential on domestic coal] cost St. 
Louis consumers?” 

Horen estimated the total in- 
crease to domestic and industriai 
consumers would be several mil- 
lions a year. Domestic users would 
pay as much as. 60. per cent more, 
and industrial users 30 per cent, he 
said. 

Horen was asked if he considered 
undesirable such price-fixing as 
would return average costs to coal | 


“We do not believe,” he replied, 
“that St. Louis should be deprived 
of one of its greatest assets—a vast 
supply of cheap coal at its door- 
step. St. Louis prizes its advan- 
tage, to attract industry, it having' 
the next to the lowest fuel costs 
of the first 40 American cities. 
“There is one point on which I 
believe this whole determination to 
be fatally defective, and that is the 
attempt to set up arbitrary discrim- 
inations based solely on modes of 
transportation, which clearly have 
nothing to do with production as 
such, We earnestly recommend the 
abandonment of these truck dif- 
ferentials.” 

Smoke Problem. 
St. Louis’ smoke abatement pro- 
gram, Horen maintained, would be 
severely handicapped by any in- 
crease of coal prices. The meth- 
ods suggested, said he, are carbon- 
ization, briquetting or a combina- 
tion of both. He explained as fol- 
lows: 
“Since carbonization requires the 
utilization of about two tons of 
standard Belleville coal for ope ton 
of carbonized product, it is readily

Hart Marriage Mill Target 


by Prosecutor 


Revoked for Abuse 


Wallach Seeks to Have. Firm’s Charter 


and Misuse; Urges 


Fine Be Imposed. 


The troubles of George R. Hart, 
operator of a St. Louis County 
marriage mill, increased yesterday 


when Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach filed suit in Circuit Court 
at Clayton to oust his George R. 
Hart, Inc., from doing business in 
Missouri. 

Wallach charged that the com- 
pany, incorporated by Hart and two 
associates in 1938 for the stated 
purpose of holding and owning real 
estate, had “grossly perverted, 
abused and misused” its charter by 
running the marriage mill and do- 
ing it in a “mischievous, sordid, 
unholy and unlawful manner.” He 
asked that the charter be revoked 
and the company ordered to pay a 
“substantial” fine. | 
This was the second recent at- 
tack by Wallach on Hart’s profi- 
table business. Last month he filed 
an ouster suit in the Missouri Su- 
preme Court against Hart person- 
ally, charging that Hart had con- 
tinued to perform marriages as a 


commission had expired more than 
a year earlier. This suit is still 
pending. 

Moreover, Hart recently has been 
beset by competition. Justice of 
the Peace Charles H. Hart of Old 
Munroe, 50 miles northwest of St. 
Louis, has been advertising “mar- 
riage ceremonies at all hours” and 
told the Post-Dispatch this week 
that business was pretty good. 

Wallach’s new suit against the 
St. Louis County Hart charges that 
Hart’s corporation has been main- 
tained to circumvent an injunction 
granted by the Circuit Court in 
March, 1938, prohibiting Hart from 
advertising that he would perform 


marriages at all hours, would pro-| 


cure the necessary licenses and 
rings and could keep ceremonies 


secret. 


The Hart corporation merely took 
over the business and continued to 
advertise that the establishment 
was open 24 hours a day and was 
prepared to take care of all ar- 
rangements and keep ceremonies 
secret, the petition continues. In 
these advertisements, it is charged, 
the company “used such innuendoes 
as to convey the impression that 
the requirements of the law rela- 
tive to the procuring of licenses 
and the solemnization of the estab- 
lishment of the marital relation can 
be relaxed and evaded.” 


Operations of the company have 
been designed only for the purpose 
of “commercializing and enriching 
itself and reaping a profit from 
the solemnization of the marriage 
ceremony,” the petition states in 


summary, and have “greatly de-| 


based, desecrated and made a 
mockery” of the rites. 


Although the petition contains 


the unkindest cut of all is its ques- 
tioning of Hart’s authority to per- 
form marriages in any event.

McKittrick Asks for Facts. 


Attorney-General McKittrick said 
at St. Joseph, Mo., today that he 
had requested the SEC to furnish 
him the information contained in 
the statement of Hermann Spoehr- 
er, former Union Electric secre- 
tary, about the company’s slush 
fund. He related that he had told 
the SEC he would take official ac- 
tion, if the facts justified. If vio- 
lations were by the company, he 
pointed out, it could be fined and 
ousted from business, but if they 
were by individuals, he could turn 
the facts over to appropriate local 
authorities, with whom he would 
co-operate in prosecutions. 


It will be recalled that SEC in- 
vestigators were observers last 
spring when Assessor Martin L. 
Neaf of St. Louis County conducted 
his annual unsuccessful fight for 
a drastic increase in the tax valua- 
tion of the St. Louis County: Gas 
Co., a Union Electric affiliate. The 
company reported a value of $724,- 
880 in its return, which Neaf 
charged was fraudulent. ' He pro- 
posed $2,850,000; the County Board 
of Equalization ordered $1,433,510, 
an increase of only $6010 over the 
previous year. Several months 
later, after a grand jury urged an 
increase, the county board added

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
White House assurances were given 
today that the question of possible 
financial aid to Finland would be 
threshed out on Monday when Pres- 
ident Roosevelt confers with Demo- 
cratic congressional leaders. 

The White House made known 
that Roosevelt would seek to clarify 
the Finnish question after noting 


reports of some differences of opin- 
ion over whether the executive or 
the Congress should take the initia- 
tive. 

Roosevelt said yesterday that he 
had asked congressional leaders to 
work out the problem on a non- 
partisan basis. Several of the 
leaders promptly expressed the view 
that it was a matter of foreign 
policy, and should be decided ini- 
tially by the chief executive and 
the State Department. 

There’ were reperts on Capitol 
Hill that the Treasury would advise 
that from the purely fiscal stand- 
point, there were no objections to 
a loan.

1 PRYOR GETS 
1 TWO YEARS FOR 
EVADING U.S. TAK 


Pendergast Contractor at 
Kansas City Also Fined 
$20,000 After Guilty 
Plea on 3 Counts. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. Jan. 13 
(AP).—J. J. Pryor, whose contract- 
ing companies drew rich construc- 
tion plums as a result of their con- 
nections with the Pendergast ma- 
chine, was sentenced to two years 
in the penitentiary and fined $20,- 
000 today for income tax evasion. 
He pleaded guilty to three of 
nine counts on which he was in- 
dicted. The Government dropped 
the other six crimina) charges. The 
three counts charged he evaded 
taxes on $691,546 of his income in 


1934, 1935 and 1937 and that he 
should have paid the Government 
$309,763 rather than $6065. 

The other six counts involved a 
total tax and penalties of $729,392 
against the three Pryor companies. 
Civil liability on those six counts 
remains. 

United States District Judge 
Merrill E. Otis sentenced Pryor 
to two years each on two counts, 
but said terms would run concur- 
rently. On the third he gave Pryor 
a three-year term but suspended it 
and put him under probation for 
five years. 

To Surrender Friday. 
Pryor, who is 66 years oid, is to 
surrender Friday and be taken to 
Leavenworth Penitentiary, where 
his close friend, T. J. Pendergast, 
machine leader, is serving a 15- 
month term on a similar charge. 
Also in the Federal prison on in- 
come tax evasion sentences are R. 
Emmett O’ Malley, Pendergast 
lieutenant, who became State in- 
surance superintendent; Otto P. 
Higgins, machine-appointed former 
Kansas City police director, and 
Charlies V. Carollo, known as the 
machine’s key connection with the 
underworld. 

Pagsing sentence, 
said: 

“I shall state the conditions (of 
probation) now. I regret I did not 
do that fully when I sentenced 
Pendergast. 

“Perhaps if I had done that a 
significant part of the sentence— 
I think the most significant part— 
would not have been overlooked 
and ignored... .” ~- 

Conditions of Probation. 

Five days after his Leavenworth 
sentence is comple’sd, Judge Otis 
said, Pryor must pay the full 
amount of his income ta: and 
for five years: 

He must not leave Jackson 
County unless by permission of the 
Government; he must report 
monthly to the probation officer; 
he “will not intentionally violate 
any Federal, State or municipal 
law” and he will “work regularly, 
keep good company and good hours, 
associate with respectable persons, 
keep away from undesirable places, 
abstain from all gambling and all 
excessive use of intoxicating li- 
quors.”’ 

Pointing out differences in the 
Pryor and Pendergast cases, Judge 
Otis said Pryor had pleaded guilty 
to three violations, Pendergast to 
two; Pryor owes more taxes than 
did Pendergast; Pendergast “was 
suffering from a grievous malady 
or maladies, certain sooner or later 
to be fatal.”

PAY OF 92 KILLED 


51 Bodies Recovered—Others 
May Not Be Removed Till 
Today or Tomorrow. 


BARTLEY, W. Va., Jan. 13 
(AP).—Relatives of the 92 men, 
known to be dead or given up for 


dead, received today the last pay 
envelope of the victims of the ex- 


plosion last Wednesday in the Pond 
Creek Pocahontas Coal Corpora- 
tion’s No; 1 Bartley mine beneath 
this village deep in the West Vir- 
ginia bituminous belt. 

The pay checks were distributed 
as some of the 51 bodies recovered 
were taken to the surface by grim- 
faced, exhausted rescue workers, 
who have labored four nights and 
three days in the dangerous gas- 
filled depths. 

Company officers said 28 bodies 
had been recovered today and tak- 
en in ambulances to emergency 
morgues at Iaeger, 12 miles away, 
and Welch, 20 miles. Families of 
the victims remained in 
homes, where company officers ad- 
vised them concerning funeral 
plans. 

Bodies of the remaining victims, 
it was believed, would: be found in 
the “main six” heading, one of the 
many work sections branching off 
from the main tunnel. A hoisting 
gear continued removing bodies to- 
night. 

Those not killed in their tracks 
by the explosion died of deadly 
“after damp,” the gas remaining in 
a coal mine after an explosion con- 
sumes the oxygen in the air.

The Tass account said the Sed- 
off’s strange journey began at 75 
degrees, 21 minutes north latitude, 
132 degrees, 15 minutes east longi- 
tude, north of Eastern Siberia. 

The ice breaker had left Arch- 
angel June 15 that year, could not 
return to port the same summer 
and remained throughout the win- 
ter in the open sea, together with 
the icebreakers Sadko and Maly- 
guin. The three vessels carried a 
total of 217 persons. 

On March 22, 1938, they reached 
the easternmost point of their drift 
~—153 degrees, 26 minutes east longi- 
tude. From this point north of the 
new Siberian islands the direction 
of the drift changed sharply and 
the three vessels were carried north- 
west.

cards for the period of Jan. 15 to 
Feb. 11. They found that coupons 
for a total of 125 grams (almost 


four and one-half. ounces) of meat 
and all coupons for podded vegeta- 
bles—such as peas, beans and len- 
tils—were invalidated as far as 
they were concerned. 

In addition they were denied cer- 
tain general ration cards recently 
issued to all other Germans to en- 
able them to obtain certain extras 
when the Nazi Government finds 
itself able to grant beyond the or- 
dinary daily allotment. 

From time to time, for instance, 
a small quantity of sweets may be 
purchased upon presentation of a 
special card from which a coupon 
is clipped. 

Letter J Stamped on Card. 
Jews must have the letter J 
stamped on their ration cards, en- 
abling a tradesman to declare he 
has not in stock what the Jews 
ask for or in other ways to dis- 
criminate against them. 

For certain foods not yet ra- 
tioned one must enter his name on 
his grocer’s or butcher's list. 
Poultry and fish, for instance, 
are obtained after registration but 
tradesmen, with few exceptions, 
will not register Jews. 
Jews are barred from appearing 
in stores or at markets before noon 
and after 2 p.m. Most of the sup- 
plies on the market have been sold 
or picked over by noon. 
Every German must have a 
clothes card to obtain wearing ap- 
parel but Jews have been denied 
such cards on the grounds that 
they have been so well-to-do in the 
past they undoubtedly have re 
serves on which to draw. 
Clothing Wearing Out. 
The Jews’ reply is that the seven- 
year-old Nazi Government marks a 
period in which their standard of 
living has dropped ‘continuously 
and restocking of clothing became 
almost impossible. 

Those still possessing adequate 
clothing say they will not be able 
to keep it intact because they are 
not ablé to buy thread or yarn and 
they do not know how their shoes 
can be repaired once the soles are 
worn out.

New Undersecretary of Treasury Came Up From $700 U. S. Job 


Precedents Upset by Promo- 
tion of Illinoisan. an Inde- 
pendent Voter. Who Arrived 
at Capital. 28- Years Ago 
With Business College Cer- 
tificate — One e Declined 
Budget Directorship Rather 
Than Forfeit Classified 
Status.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. 
NTIL Daniel Wafena Bell of Kinder- 
hook, Ill., was promoted to the Under- 
secretaryship of the Treasury, the posi- 
tion had been filled by ambitious and com- 
paratively young men who qualified political- 
ly under the Hamiltonian tradition of gOv- 
ernment by being ‘‘rich, well-born and able,” 
whether they were Democrats or Republi- 
cans. ) 

Bell, now No. 1 man in the Classified 
Civil Service, is a different type of public 
official. During the past 28 years. he 
risen from a $700-a-year clerkship to 
second highest office in the Treasury 
partment. He is a “career man’”’ who 
dedicated his life and his talents to 
Government. He says he would rather have 
a $15,000-a-year Government salary than a 
$75,000-a-year business salary in New York. 

Of his nine predecessors in the office of 
Undersecretary, five were «graduates of 
Harvard College or the Harvard Law School, 
two were graduates of Yale, one of Dart- 
mouth and one had been a student at Cornell. 
Two were elevated to the Secretaryship of 
the Treasury, one, the late S. Parker Gilbert, 
became a partner of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
and the remainder won substantial success in 
law or business.

In 1911, when Bell was 20 years old, he 
arrived in Washington with a diploma from 
the Gem City Business College of Quincy, 
Ill., which eertified to whom it might con- 
cern that he had completed the “full com- 
mercial” course, including bookkeeping, 
He had also passed 
the Civil Service examinations for clerk and 
bookkeeper. While in the Treasury Depart- 
ment he obtained a law degree from the Na- 
tional University of Law and a degree of 
Bachelor of Commercial Science from South- 
eastern University, where he specialized in 
higher mathematics. He expects to stay in 
Government work and if the Undersecretary- 
ship reverts to its customary political status, 
he will return to a Classified Civil Service 
position in the Treasury. 

To the hundreds of thousands of employes 
in Federal, state and municipal governments 
who have been encouraged to believe in the 
“merit system,” Bell's recent promotion is 
a noteworthy—and needed—demonstration 
that the Civil Service offers outstandifig 
eareers to industrious, ambitious and intel- 
ligent young persons. It also draws atten- 
tion to some of the glaring deficiencies of 
the present law and the need of greater and 
more permanent incentives in the form of

unprecedented. Elbert K. Burlew, who en- 
tered Government service in 1910, is now 
First Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
William. H. McReynolds, formerly of the 
Treasury Department, who entered the. Post- 
office Department in 1906, is‘an administra- 
tive assistant to the President; George S. 
Messersmith, who started as American consul 
at Fort Erie, Canada, in 1914, was recently 
named American Ambassador to Cuba after 
serving as an Assistant Secretary of State; 
Wilbur J. Carr, former Assistant Secretary 
of State and Minister to Czecho-Slovakia, 
started his public service as a clerk in’ the 
State Department in 1892, and the late Alvey 
A. Adée became second assistant Secretary of 
State during a half century of service. 

When Bell’s appointment was proudly an- 
nounced at a press conference by President 
Roosevelt before Congress had convened, re- 
porters, knowing the past political implica- 
tions of the Undersecretaryship, tried to find 
out if he was a Democrat or Republican. 
He is an “independent” voter and is so regis- 
tered in Illinois, where he has regularly 
voted. Not one of his ballots, he says, has 
been unscratched. 


An Opportunity for Service 
to Government and Personnel. 


Bell regards his present post as one which 
will give him his greatest opportunity for 
service to the Government and the classified 
personnel, He knows the machinery of our 
Federal Government as few other men have 
ever known it. He has rejected business offers 
of three to five times his present $10,000 
salary because he believes that by staying in 
the Government service he can raise the 
standards and increase the security of his 
fellow workers, thousands of whom he knows 
by name and by their accomplishments. 

When he was Commissioner of. Accounts 
and Deposits, a position sometimes called the 
“greatest bookkeeping job in the nation,” he 
refused to accept President Roosevelt's of- 
fered appointment to the Directorship of the 
Budget, although his compensation would 
have been increased from $8500 to $10,000 
a year. His reason was simple and sincere. 
He did not jwant to lose his Civil Service 
status by taking what was essentially a po- 
litical appointment. He became Acting 
Budget Director and continued supervising 
the work of the Division of Accounts and De- 
posits. As Acting Director he completely 
reorganized and enlarged the Bureau of the 
Budget to give it direct and intimate insight 
into the workings of all the executive de- 
partments of the Government. With this task 
almost completed, he turned his organization 
over to Budget Director Harold D. Smith, 
who is carrying out his detailed plans. With- 
out losing his Civil Service status he became 
an assistant to Secretary Morgenthau and 
he would not take the Undersecretaryship 
until he had been assured that his promo- 
tion did not jeopardize the classified stand- 
ing for which he had worked for more than

Ending of Treaty Rela 
By United States Against Japan 
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Official Opinion Divided on Question of 
Applying Economic Pressure After 
Jan. 26—Risks in Such a Course.

For the most part, Americans are 
quite unaware of how significant 
is the deadline of Jan. 26. On that 
date there will be ended a treaty 
relationship between Japan and the 
United States which has existed 
for nearly 40 years. There are no 
negotiations now in progress look- 
ing toward a temporary arrange- 
ment that would continue the pres- 
ent tariff and other provisions un- 
til a new treaty can be worked out. 
In itself, abrogation of the Jap- 
anese-American treaty of commerce 
and navigation of 1911 will not 
bring about any important changes. 
The Treasury has announced that 
the only tariff increase provided 
on abrogation—10 per cent on goods 
carried to this country in Japa- 
nese ships—will not be put into

he believes other great changes are coming. 
“For instance,” he explains, “I came to 
Washington to a job. paying $700 a year. 
That same beginner’s position today pays at 
least $1440. In those days even Civil Service 
positions were greatly affeeted by changes 
in politics. When one administration went 
out ‘division chiefs weré demoted to mere 
clerks and clerks were promoted to division 
chiefs.

But There Is Still Waste 
and Insecurity, Due to Politics. 


“Within the “past 10 or 12 years only 
the top positions have been affected.  Pro- 
motions have been made on merit. Salaries 
have been increased so there is less tempta- 
tion for valuable men.to take higher paying 
business positions. Some of the very .best 
men were annually lost that way. 

“But there is still waste. and insecurity 
because of politics. In this . department, 
there is every reason -why Deputy Col- 
lectors of Internal Revenue should be given 
permanent Civil Service standing, As it is 
now, we spend. four to eight years training 
these men and women, and when a new ad- 
ministration comes in, out théy go, with all 
their experience.”’ 

Beli is in hearty accord with President, 
Roosevelt’s recommendations to Congress to 
raise the limits of classified compensation 
from the present $10,000 to a figure which 
will insure the retention of the relatively 
small number of highly trained men who 
hold positions of great responsibility. He 
likewise believes that eventually the pensions 
on retirement will be increased. In his own 
ease’ he can retire under the present law 
when he .is 68 years old, after 48 years’ 
service, on a pension of $1600 a year, to 
which he has made a 50 per cent contribu- 
tion, Any large . finarfeial establishment

Perhaps Bell's friend, Chairman Pat Har- 
rison of the Senate Finance Committee, will 
sponsor such legislation, But Bell and others 
intensely interested in the Civil Service are 
expecting that the White House Commission 
headed by Justice Stanley Reed of the .Su- 
preme Court will soon recommend that in 
every executive department now headed by 
a political appointee, the position of perma- 
nent Undersecretary be created, to be held 
by a non-political civil servant who will serve.

Day-to-Day Basis. 


But abrogation opens the way to 
drastic action by Congress or the 
State Department. Termination of 
the treaty means that our rela- 
tions with Japan will be on a day- 
to-day basis.. At any time Con- 
gress may act to alter tariff du- 
ties or even adopt drastic economic 
sanctions -against the Japanese. 
Likewise the President on recom- 
mendation of the State Depart- 
ment may act against Japan as 
he did against Germany, putting 
the Japanese on the black list and 
bringing. about substantial tariff 
increases. : 

Observers here are divided as to 
how far Congress and the chief 
executive are likely to’go, ‘There 
is-no doubt that Japanese aggres- 
sion in China in recent years has 
aroused widespread hostility in this 
country. In seeking to establish 
their. “new order” in Asia _ the 
Japanese have infringed on Amevi- 
can rights—rights that stem from 
the partition of China. following 
the Boxer Rebellion—and have 
thereby stirred deep resentment 
here in Washington, 

Since the Soviet-Nazi pact of 
last August. the Japanese have 
found themselves more or less 
friendless. They could hardly con- 
tinue actively to support the anti- 
Comintern pact after Germany had 
allied herself with Russia, a tra- 
ditional foe. The outbreak of war 
on Sept. 1 meant even more seri- 
ous consequences for the little 
brown people in the Pacific. It 
meant-that they were almost en- 
tirely dependent on the United 
States for iron, steel and oil. to 
prosecute the war in China. Up to 
that time Germany had. been a 
secondary source. 

Tempting Situation. 

For those. who would like to -dis- 
cipline.the Japanese and insure 
the rights of Western nations— 
Great Britain, France and the Unit- 
ed States—in the Orient, the situa- 
tion is extremely tempting. Not 
only are the Japanese virtually 
friendless and dependent on Amer- 
ican resources, they are involved 
in a war that has meant far more

Putting the economic thumb 
screws on the Japanese at this par- 
ticular time would involve certain 
risks and difficulties, careful ob- 
servers point out. The United 
States imported from Japan goods 
to the value of $175.758,000 in 1938, 
of which-63 per cent consisted of 
raw silk. On this raw material the 
silk stocking industry is founded. 
If we could not sell Japan our 
goods, as under economic sanc- 
tions, then we could not buy her 
silk and this important branch of 
the textile industry would be dis- 
rupted. Organized workers and 
owners would put tremendous pres- 
sure on Congress to prevent any 
such policy. 


Favorable Trade Balance. 


While we bought from J apan 
$175,758,000 in goods in ‘38, in 
the same year she purchased from 
this country goods to a total of 
$288,558,000, giving us the largest 
favorable balance ever in our trad@ 
relations with the Japanese. Sim- 
ilarly, exporters would work ac- 
tively and hard against any dras- 
tic policy that would mean a cur- 
tailment of this profitable trade. 


Possibly domestic dislocations re- 
sulting from a_ drastic policy 
against Japan could be adjusted 
without too much distress and con- 
fusion, although it should be real- 
ized that a serious situation would 
be created within the United States. 
Far more serious would be the 
dilemma in which the Japanese 
would find themselves. Ruled by 
a ruthless army clique, they might 
well strike out, in some new and 
desperate direction under such cir- 
cumstances, 


This is one of the factors that 
give diplomats and lawmakers 
pause. The Eastern empires of 
Great Britain, France and The 
Netherlands are virtually without 
protection at a time when the 
Western Powers are completely ab- 
sorbed in <urope. Not a single cap- 
ital ship of the British Navy is east 
of Suez. 


Only two major obstacles stand in 
the way of the Japanese, prevent- 
ing them from carrying on the 
wholesale brigandage that was pos- 
sible during the last World War 
when other nations were preoecu- 
pied. One is the fact that they are 
iso far extended in their effort “to 
conquer China. The other is the 
United States Navy, second in 
power only to that of the British.

insure a continuity of Federal pol- 
icy which' is now lacking. The 
Reed Commission is also expected 
to support the President’s recom- 
mendations for higher top-bracket 
Civil Service compensation and 
more equitable retirement benefits. 

Bell’s career is a model of how 
an industrious, ambitious and in- 
telligent young man without polit- 
ical pull can attain one of these 
high positions. 

His father was a farmer and 
thresher-machine owner who later 
became a carpenter after he moved 
to the town of Kinderhook, with 
its population of 300. Daniel was 
the oldest son and the third child 
in a family of six children. None 
of his family, he says, had any in- 
clination toward figures and he 
took the “full commercial course” 
at the Gem City Business College 
in nearby Quincy because he want- 
ed to go West with a little business 
training. He earned the money for 
his schooling by: working on the 
railroads and in the ice cream par- 
lor at Kinderhook. 


Into Civil Service by Accident. 


It was an “accident” that led 
him into the Civil Service. A col- 
league at the Gem City school was 
eager to enter the Government and 
“just to keep him company” Bell 
took the Civil Service examinations 
with him. He passed with high 
marks and almost immediately was 
called to Washington. He says he 
remember whether his 
friend succeeded in getting a job. 

His first assignment was that of 
bookkeeper and clerk in the office 
of the Treasurer of the United 
States. The next year he was 
transferred to the office of the su 
pervising architect at an increase 
of $100 a year. Shortly thereafter 
he alone was writing the architect's 
annual report which formerly had 
been a three-man job, 

When the United States entered 
the World War, he applied for the 
First Officers’ Training Camp, but 
Secretary McAdoo refused to release 
him. Twice he was drafted and 
twice the Secretary insisted that 
he would be of greater service in 
the Treasury Department. This 
irked Bell and he resigned to join 
the army. Had he been willing to 
take a clerical position he could 
have had a captaincy. He wante 
to go overseas immediately, so he 
enlisted as a private in the Tank 
Corps. He was sent overseas, but 
did not have front-line service. 

The rigid Tank Corps physical 
examination was easy for Bell be- 
cause he had kept himself fit as a 
sandlot baseball player. He was on 
several church teams

He declined to take the title of this 
position because it would have cost 
him his civil service status and 
identified him too closely with the 
Democratic regime. He agreed to 
become the Acting Budget Director 
and retain his classified standing as 
Commissioner of Accounts and De- 
posits. This pecuniary sacrifice was 
applauded by many Federal em- 
ployes’ groups in Washington and 
throughout the country. 

As Acting Budget Director he be- 
came an intimate adviser of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Mor- 
genthau on budgetary matters, and 
more influential than most Cabi- 
net members. He impressed re- 
porters at the White House “semi- 
nar” on the President’s annual 
budget messages to Congress by 
his uncanny memory of exact rec- 
ommendations on specific items 
and his ability to explain in lay- 
man’s language complicated book- 
keeping arrangements. He  fre- 
quently corrected the President's 
explanations of involved estimates. 


Promotions. 

The President and Morgenthau 
lost no opportunity to praise and 
advance this non-political Govern- 
ment official. In 1935 it was found 
that he could be appointed an as- 
sistant to the Secretary at $10,000 a 
year and retain his civil service 
classification. This was done and 
he continued to act as Director of 
the Budget. After he had complet- 
ed plans for reorganizing this bu- 
reau and Smith was appointed Di- 
rector, Bell was put in charge of 
the department’s fiscal operations 
and acted as a liaison officer be- 
tween the Treasury and other 
branches of the Government. Last 
month, in announcing his promo- 
tion to Undersecretary, President 
Roosevelt in a formal statement 
said: 
| “Mr. Bell's career as a civil ser- 
vice employe is a story of hard 
work, gradual promotions and years 
in which he became the trusted con- 
fidant and adviser of many secreta- 
ries of the Treasury: His assign- 
ment to positions of greater respon- 
sibility and trust in recent years is 
a recognition of his great ability 
and devotion to duty. He is in all 
respects a civil service career man, 
with an unblemished record of 
faithful and efficient service to his 
Government for more than 28 

ears.” 

Until he became acting Budget 
Director, Bell was not well-known 
outside the Treasury Department 
He was so self-effacing that he 
would not allow reporters to quote 
him even when he merely explained 
the daily Treasury statement for 
their benefit. With each increase 
of responsibility, he has grown in 
confidence and poise, but he has re- 
tained the modesty and industry 
that have marked his career since 
he left Kinderhook.

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 13 (AP). 
—Louisiana’s uproarious political 
race, enlivened by a hundred 
major scandals, came into the 
stretch today with the Federal 
Government ready to watch the 
payoff Tuesday, when a Governor 
will be chosen. 

Federal vigilance in the Demo- 
cratic primary, the State’s most 
important in 10 years, was an- 


nounced by Assistant United States 
Attorney-General O. John Rogge, 
who said complaints of fraud in 
past elections had been too numer- 
ous to be ignored and who enlist- 
ed public support in detecting any 
fraud this week. 

Gov. Earl K. Long, brother of 
Huey P. Long, the “Kingfish,” and 
machine candidate for re-election, 
promptly snorted “We don’t need 
you, Mr. Rogge, to run our elec- 
tions. You will find out that we 
don’t have to steal an election to 
win it.” 

Rogge, sent from Washington

Completes Sketch of Design to 
Replace One Rejected 
by Paris, Ark, 


Joseph Vorst, St. Louis painter 
and art teacher, whose sketch for 
a Paris (Afk.) postoffice mural was 
accepted last October by the fine 
arts section of the United States 
Treasury Department, but turned 
down by the citizens of Paris, has 
completed his second sketch for 
the work. 

Residents of Paris objected to 
the first design on the ground that 
the Arkansas farm it depicted was 
too primitive. A farmer pushed a 
hand plow before a small dilapidat- 
ed house. Nearby a mule and a 
colt grazed... Parisians thought a 
picture a bit more sophisticated— 
tractors and livestock—would do 
more justice to their community. 


editorial Nov. 2 declared that citi- 
zens “would prefer the wall left 
blank, than to decorate it with a 
scene as inappropriate as this.” 
Telegrams of protest were sent to 
Arkansas Congressman Fadjo Cra- 
vens by civic leaders, and the Gar- 
den Club condemned the first de 
sign in strongest terms. 

At this point Vorst went to Paris. 
The artist, who came to St. Louis 
from Germany 10 years ago and 
speaks English with a rich and 
pleasant accent, told the Paris citi- 
zens’ committee that he was happy 
to work in a country in which dem 
ocratic freedom of expression was 
such a reality, and that he would 
do everything he could to make a 
design that would please them. 
“From that moment,” said Vorst, 
“IT had them in my bag.” 

The new sketch is a compromise 
between the artist’s original con- 
ception and the views of Paris 
citizens, The hand plow is gone, 
but the mules, a favorite motif of 
the artist, remain. In the far 
background a coal elevator is 
shown to suggest Arkansas indus- 
try. Cotton is in the picture be- 
cause Vorst considered it typical 
of the State. A prize bull is 
shown because Arkansas is proud 
of its new and growing activity 
in stock raising. 

Vorst is now at work on a full- 
size, 5 by 13 feet, cartoon of the 
mural, his second Government com- 
missioned painting. The first is a 
similar mural in the postoffice at 
Vandalia, Mo. The actual paint- 
ing, oil and tempera on canvas, he 
will do in a back room of his resi- 
dence, 5599A Page boulevard.

PROBLEM 
IN SELLING 


By Dr. George W. Crane

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insurance company. “What do you consider the most overlooked 

problem in salesmanship?” he queried as we sat at the speakers’ 
table during a salesmen’s banquet. You teach salesmanship at the 
university, so maybe you can give us a new 
perspective.” 

DIAGNOSIS: Among the several critical 
problems in modern salesmanship, the one 
I should like to etress is so universally 
overlooked that I wish to highlight it again 
in this column. 

When a prospect raises a question, the 
usual reaction of the salesman is to squelch 
the customer by a snappy come-back or 
else parry the query till later in the sales 
talk, In fact, the salesman as well as the 
public speaker tends to show a little hos- 
tility to interruption and vaguely intimates 
that the customer or questioner is critical 

or hostile. 

Sometimes that is really the case. The members of the audience 
or the prospect may seem to delight in tripping up the one who has 
been speaking. In truth, many people raise questions not because 
they are particularly interested in the answers, but just so they can 
stand up in epen meeting and be heard from, or appear intelligent.

a salesman or public speaker, therefore, to recognize this fact. NEVER 
be guilty of battering down the questioner’s vanity by a curt answer 
or a too snappy reply which acts Ifke the short jab of the boxer to 
his opponent's jaw. 

When you receive a question, whether it be put in a critical man- 
ner or is simply an innocent query for information, be sure to mark 
time momentarily and turn on a big smile. Then praise your pros 
pect’s astuteness or thoughtfulness in making the query. 

“I'm very glad you raised that question about the insurance rate, 
Mr. Brown,” the salesman can reply. “If more men showed your 
grasp of financial matters and were as particular to get to the bottom 
of all the facts, our prospects would better realize what they are 
buying. As you know, Mr, Brown, so many people buy without fully 
understanding just what they have paid for.”

@ BY THIS TIME Mr. Brown is feeling so good to have been com- 
plimented in front of his wife or business associates, that he is al- 
ready in a friendly mood, so he will give your real answer a better 
break. This pause not only removes the tension from the verbal 
exchange and inflates the vanity of the prospect, but also gives the 
speaker or salesman a chance to think up the best answer. 

Few people, however, are adept in this delicate psychological 
dilemma. The normal tendency is to snap at the one who critically 
asks us the question and beat his ears back with our logic. I have 
seen good salesmen verbally pin a critic against the wall as neatly 
as a professional knife-thrower may outline a man’s contour with his 
daggers. But that inflates the ego of the salesman, not the customer. 
The crux in salesmanship is to inflate the pride of the BUYER.

CALLANDER, Ont., Jan. 13, 
OW in the world do you 
ever tell them apart” is a 
question now asked of mem- 
bers of the staff at Dafoe Hospital 
with less frequency. The Dionne 
quintuplets, who seemed as alike: 
as so many dolls in an assembly 
line a couple of years ago, today 
have distinguishing characteristics 
that are easily recognizable even 
to those sightseeing visitors who 
glimpse the sisters only during the 
regular morning outdoor play pe- 
riods when the public is permitted 
to look on from behind screens. 

But it is not in ° weight and 
height that they differ so much, 
surprisingly enough. As a matter 
of fact, the girls have tended to 
become more alike in weight and 
stature as they have grown up. In 
physical measurements they have 
followed trends characteristic of 
identical twins, and they have be- 
come (as they will in all probabil- 
ity now remain, it is believed by 
doctors) at least as much alike in 
these as so many pairs of 
identical twins of the same age. 

Comparisons of their sizes today 
with their measurements when 
they were born prematurely weigh- 
ing a total of 12 pounds 1 ounce, 
emphasizes the dramatic achieve-

If you desire to 
apply the cut-outs to metal or wood 
surfaces, you merely coat the back 
of the picture with clear lacquer 
and apply it to the surface. When 
your decoration is complete, fin- 
ish with two coats of the lacquer. 
Tin cans which formerly contained 
crackers or popcorn make delight- 
ful sewing boxes, candy boxes or 
decorative boxes for the children 
to store their treasures in. Tin 
trays bought at the dime store be- 
come works of art, suited to grace 
the nicest tea table. When you 
get really expert, take that old chest 
that’s been waiting in the attic for 
a coat of paint and really dress it 
up with some decoupage work.

Mme who has attempted to extract 
even as much as $5 from a putative 
lover of culture knows full well 
that he would fare better if he 
was selling rat-traps, One is re- 
ceived with the greatest cordiality 
gince the prospect more often than 
pot is a friend or an acquaintance. 
Chairs are brought forward, cigar- 
eites are offered, compliments are 
exchanged and the air is warm 
with the overflow of amenities. 


But as soon as the word “money” 
fs mentioned something happens. 
A slight glaze gathers over the 
eve-balls of the prospect, his mus- 
cles contract and—however much 
he may attempt to conceal it—the 
transaction from then on is sick- 
lied o'er with constraint if not ac- 
tua] resentment.

A question that every partici- 
pant in a symphony drive has to 
meet from time to time is this: 
“Why isn't the Symphony Or- 
chestra self-supporting?” It is a 
natural question coming from a 
person whose standards have 
been conditioned by his struggles 
in a competitive world. Making 
ends meet is one of the prerequi- 
sites of his solvency if not his 
actual existence. So he is in- 
clined to regard with suspicion 
an institution that does not func- 
tion according to the ordinary 
rules of so much for so much 
— everybody paid up and satis- 
ed, 


ee. fee. 

@ THE ANSWER, of course, lies 
in the nature of the institution. If 
it charged the ticket buyers enough 
money to pay its expenses it would 
soon have no publie because there 
sre not enough people in St. Louis 
willing or able to pay $5 a seat for 
& symphony concert. 

If that’s the case, why doesn’t 
the orchestra cut its expenses? As 
about 80 per cent of the orchestra's 
budget is used for paying the sal- 
fries of the musicians any reduc- 
tions in expense would have to be 
made in that figure. Laying aside 
the question of how a musician— 
even including the better paid 
ones—would live on less than they 
how get for a season that lasts only 
23 weeks, it can be stated with cer- 
tainty that St. Louis, or any other 
city, could not maintain an orches- 
ftra that anybody would listen to 
if it paid its musicians substantial- 
ly less than at present. Even as 
matters stand, the St. Louis orches- 
tra is in constant danger of losing 
its outstanding players to other or- 
S2bizations with deeper purses. 


¥ * *« 

WELL, THEN, why not take a 
lesson from Henry Ford and widen 
the market for the product by low- 
ering prices? 

Here again the analogy can be 
epplied only in part. There is @ 
hatural limit to the size of a sym- 
phony audience. Even the present 
hall is a bit large for a perfect 
etmosphere and intimate recep- 
tion. But even if there were seats 
for twice as many listeners and 
twice as many would buy tickets if 
Prices were cut in half, the net rev- 


enue and the fiscal problem would/

The Little Man Who Wasn't There 


HE second feature cartoon in color, “Gulliver’s Travels,” which is 
T at the Ambassador Theater, follows the style of the first, “Snow 

White and the Seven Dwarfs,” which also played there. Walt 
Disney set the style, Max Fieischer follows it. 

It is easy to see that Fleischer, producer of such short cartoons as 
“Popeye” and “Betty Boop,” has kept only one eye on the famous 
Jonathan Swift satire from which “Gulliver's Travels” is taken. The 
other eye was on Disney. Disney, for example, made quite a hit with 
Dopey, a pathetic little clown who was in nobody's story book. 
Fleischer delivers that same old punch with Gabby, the town-crier 
of Lilliput, who was very thoroughly overlooked by Gulliver himself 
on his visit there. 

But Gabby is such a delight that no one will object. A lively 
little fellow with a bad temper, a voice like that of Porky the Pig 
and a big lantern to swing, he is in everything about Lilliput and 
easily steals the show. 

In general, “Gulliver’s Travels” on the screen is something like 
the book, or like the first part of it at least. No mention is made of 
Gulliver's later journeys to Brobdingnag Land, the country of Balni- 
barbi or Houyhnhnms Land. The English sailor is shipwrecked on 
the coast of Lilliput, the land of the little people six inches tall, is 
made their prisomer, becomes their friend and helps them to fight 
the Blefuscudians. Fleischer had to have Snow White and the Prince 
m this one, too, so there is a pair of royal young lovers. And there 
are bluebirds to sing about, as ever. 

The drawing of the cartoon, by a list of animators a mile long, is 
every bit as good as in “Snow White.” And great ingenuity is shown 
in those scenes which picture Gulliver being made prisoner, being 
tailored into a new suit of clothes or entertained by the tiny King 
of Lilliput. Hoisting up Gulliver's own finger, to hold two ropes in 
place while being tieg, is one brilliant touch. Shaving him with a scythe 
is another. The King’s dance with Gulliver’s fingérs rises to the 
level of Disney's humor. 

This kind of fantasy is the picture’s main virtue. Any task the 
Lilliputians perform in handling Gulliver is a prodigious engineering 
feat for them. The operations really look tremendous. They furnish 
the kind of entertainment which fascinates an audience. 

Prince David, Princess Glory and Gulliver are not so satisfying. 
Glory’s hair has a way of shifting independently of her head and her 
lip movements, when she is singing, are as unbecoming as those of a 
small-town soprano in her first recital. Gulliver is a likeable gent but 
not quite convincing, for no member of the audience can believe that 
he himself would look 1ik® a cartoon in the land of Lilliput, even if 
the little people did. 

That is to say simply this: The ideal magic of the screen might 
be created by the combination of human actors and cartoon charac- 
ters. Fredric March, for example, would have been an ideal Gulliver. 


Several years ago the Russians brought forth a film called “The 
New Gulliver,” in which they used a 14-year-old boy for Gulliver and 
puppets for the Lilliputians. The film was in no wise comparable to 
American productions technically and, as usual with Russian produc- 
tions, it had some hammers and sickles to grind for Herr Stalin, buf 
for fantasy and for satire, it was fascinating. 


“Gulliver’s Travels,” as Fleischer conceived it, is still considerably 
on the good side as entertainment, too, and easily the pick of the week 
in St. Louis. With it is shown a musical farce called “Laugh It Off.” 
about some ancient showgirls who make a comeback in a night club. 


Actor Seen but Not Heard, Much 


IVE a good role a good actor and something, interesting is likely 
G to result. Role comes first in “The Man Who Wouldn't Talk,” 

at the St. Louis Theater, since the screenplay is adapted from 

“The Valiant” by Holworthy Hall and Robert M. Middlemass. Lloyd 
Nolan is cast as a tight-lipped fellow who confesses that he killed a 

* financier but will go no further than that. Both the prosecution and 
his own attorney, appointed by the court, try to pry the secret out of 
him without success. When he finally does loosen up and talk, the 
story and his reasons are pretty far-fetched. But during the period 


of his refusal, his behavior is perfect. It is acting filled with over- 
tones and makes the film an absorbing drama. 


“City of Chance,” the second feature at the St. Louis, also has 
an edge on the usual program picture by the cynical, sly way in which 
Ricardo Cortez has directed it. The story is that of a girl reporter, 
Lynn Bari, who goes to a fancy gambling house to get a story, is dis- 
covered there and not permitted to leave. 


Notable, however, is the way in which the screenplay gets around 
to its subject—gambling. With jests at all those who place bets in 
any way, on the horses, on the spin of a roulette wheel, on whether 
it will be a boy or a girl, the story settles down to an instance in par- 
ticular. Donald Woods is the operator of the house to which Miss Bari 
goes, C. Aubrey Smith is his assistant and adviser. Much happens 
before the police chop down the doors and come to the aid of the 
pretty lady.

“John Henry” is an evening in 
the theater almost as exciting as 
Bradford’s previous “The Green 
Pastures.”

National Association of Real Estate Boards 


Tells of Results of Semi-Annual Survey. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 13 (AP).—Prices 
for real estate advanced and mar- 
ket activity increased during the 
past year, the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards disclosed to- 
day in its thirty-fourth semiannual 
survey. 

Reports from real estate boards 
in 261 cities indicated a median rise 
of 10 per cent in 23 per cent of 
the cities in the United States. 
Brisker market activity was report- 
ed trum every geographical sec- 
tion. Rents were said to be stable, 
but with an upward tendency while 
mortgage interest rates continued 
to decline. 

Real est: te prices were at least 
on a level with a year ago in 87 
percent of the cities and market 
activity was at least as high as 
last year in 92 per cent, 


Shortage of single-family dwell- 
ings was said to be more prevalent 
than at any time since new home- 
building got into stride, being ré- 
ported by 45 per cent of the cities 
as against 34 per cent a year ago. 
Only 3 per cent had an oversupply, 
while 52 per cent reported a nor- 
mal supply. 

Rents of all kinds were stable, 
although what movement there was 
generally was upward. Better de- 
mand stiffened rents for business 
space in 23 per cent of the cities, 
but oversupply in business build- 
ings continued predominant.

NGLAND was in a furor last week over the dismissal of 
Leslie Hore-Belisha as Secretary of State for War, possibly 
more aroused than by any other incident in the war 
against Germany that began last September. The British press 
clamored for a thorough official explanation, and leader 
writers and news commentators in many countries tried to 
appraise the significance of the sudden ouster of a War 
Minister so popular with public and the common soldiers. 

Hore-Belisha, a Liberal, entered the Conservative Neville 
Chamberlain‘'s cabinet in 1937 after having made an enviable 
record in the Ministry of Transportation and in a couple of 
lesser government posts. He had risen from private to major 
in the World War. As War Minister he modernized and democ- 
ratized the British Army, improving conditions and opportuni- 
ties for common soldiers, insisting on up-to-date equipment and 
methods, promoting officers for efficiency instead of seniority. 
He was tremendously energetic, not overly tactful in violating 
traditions of the officer caste, and a bit showy. It was pre- 
dicted his conflict with army conservatism would cost him his 
office in short order. He lasted two years and a half, surren- 
dering his seal of office in an audience with King George last 
Tuesday, to be succeeded by Oliver Stanley, president of the 
Board of Trade.

There seems 
to be no doubt that for some time there had been friction be- 
tween him and General Sir Edmund Ironside, Chief of the 
General Staff, and also clashes of opinion with Field Marshal 
Gort, commanding the British forces in France, whom he had 
promoted over many older officers. The other theory, with 
which the first may be interwoven, concerns the general strat- 
egy of the war. Hore-Belisha hgs been a supporter of views 
expressed by the British military expert Captain B. H. Liddell 
Hart in his recent book “The Defense of Britain,” in which it is 
stated that nowadays “defense is the best attack.” Liddell 
Hart advocated extensive use of sea and air power but op- 
posed a major offensive on the Western front. The progress 
of the war thus far indicates that these ideas have been fol- 
lowed by Hore-Belisha, and some commentators suggest the 
British Government has not been satisfied with the results— 
that the’ reliance on sea power has been particularly disap- 
pointing. To some it seems likely also that the question of 
establishing other fronts, pussibly of sending troops to help 
Finland, and of placing British troops under French command 
might have been involved: Whatever is the solution of the 
mystery of the ousted Minister, events will be closely watched 
to see whether replacing the Liberal, Hore-Belisha, with the 
Conservative, Stanley, will be followed by a change in 
Britain's way of waging the war.

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TROTSKY 
WATCHFULLY WAITS 


Trotsky at 60, relentless advocate of world-wide revolution and foe of Stalinism.

WO recent events have set the spotlight of 
a8 public attention glaring again on Leon 

Trotsky, spotlight-attracter extraordinary, 
éven in exile. One event was the invitation to 
him from the Dies Committee to appear before 
it and testify concerning ‘subversive’ activities 
in the United States—possibly the “subversive” 
activities of adherents of his dearest enemy, 
Joseph Stalin. The other was disclosure in a 
French Yellow Book—which deals with origins 
of the current European war—of a warning 
given by the French Ambassador to Germany 
to Hitler, just before the war began. Ambassa- 
dor Robert Coulondre told the Reichsfuehrer on 
August 25, according to the Yellow Book, that 
he feared that in the war then impending “there 
would be only one real victor—Monsieur Trot- 
sky.” Not, be it noted, Stalin, de facto head 
of the Russian state and of the world-wide 
Communist Party, but the white-haired arch- 
revolutionary who, shorn of tangible power, 
still is widely regarded as the leader of the 
proletarian movement to overthrow bourgeois 
governments everywhere. It was Trotsky, bid- 
ing his time in his refuge in Mexico, that the 
French envoy feared would profit from the so- 
cial chaos and economic bankruptcy likely to 
be caused by the war. That, of course, was 
before Stalin began reaching westward with 
his Red army. 

Trotsky, born in a Russian village, son of a 
Jewish farmer named Bronstein, has been a 
revolutionary most of his 60 years. The Czar 
sent him to Siberia twice; both times he es- 
caped. He and Lenin led the revolt which 
overthrew the Kerensky government and 
worked together to set up the Bolshevik state. 
After the death of Lenin in 1924 and the acces- 
sion of Stalin to supreme power in Russia, 


Trotsky became a critic of the government he 
helped to establish, and in 1928 was forced 
to leave the country. He had wanted the 
Soviet regime to foment revolution in all coun- 
tries with the purpose of establishing Commun- 
ist government throughout the world; he had 
urged drastic speed in the socialization of Rus- 
sia itself. Stalin deemed it better to concen- 
trate on Russia for a while, trying to make it a 
success as a Communist state before helping 
the people of other nations to “throw off their 
chains’; also, he preferred to socialize Russia 
at a slower pace than the impulsive Trotsky 
liked. Each of the antagonists represented 
himself as the true disciple of Lenin—and each 
still does. Followers of Stalin accuse Trotsky 
of having fought Stalin’s government by trait- 
orous dealings with other countries. An inter- 
national investigating committee—accused of 
being pro-Trotsky—found Trotsky not guilty of 
such charges, of which he had been convicted, 
after his expulsion from the country, in trials 
in Moscow. 

After nearly a decade of uneasy residence in 
several countries, Trotsky found sanctuary a 
couple of years ago in Mexico, and, with his 


wife, took up residence’in the home of the wife 


of Diego Rivera, leftist Mexican artist, in a sub- 
urb of Mexico City: Last spring, after a quar- 
rel between the painter and the exile, the 
Trotskys moved to another house, where the 
white-haired, volatile revolutionary—leader of 
the Fourth International and formally accepted 
as head of a party which has 2000 to 2500 
members in the United States—spends most of 
his time writing about his particular brand of 
Marxism. At his present residence, which is in 
the suburb of Coyoacan, the color photographs 
on this page were made recently.

OR a while Omar Gonzales of San 
Antonio, Texas, struggled with a problem: 

He wanted to make aerial rig but 

he didn't have an airplane to take him up nor 
did he feel justified in say age money to 
hire one. Finally he solved the problem by 
devising a way of sending his camera aloft 
without him-—on a kite. The camera is at- 
tached to the kite with a support of light wood, 
a small wedge directing its angle. The shutter 
is operated either by a — om the ground 
or a release worked by the burning of a fuse. 
Gonzales also sends his camera up sometimes 
attached to small balloons, filled with 
hydrogen, with the shutter operated in the 
same way.
